ev ening. 
Sidney Su lliv an is in p riso n fo r a 
mu rdero u s attack u p o n Mr. Miller in 
this city o n the night o f Ap ril 10, 
19 05 , the p u rp o se o f the attack be­ 
ing highway ro bbery . 
The incident 
o ccu rred o u t in the no rthwest p art 
o f the city near the Whaley gardens 
at the midnight ho u r, and Miller, sick 
and bleeding was p icked u p later by 
Officers Farrell and James 0. Shaw. 
Miller did no t kno w his assailant 
bu t the o fficers established his identi­ 
ty 
with the 
co ming 
o f 
day light 
by finding at the scene o f the co n­ 
flict a knife that had been giv en to 
Sid by his bro ther, 
Hersehel. 
The 
knife was the same o ne that Hersehel 
had u sed a few mo nths p rev io u s in 
an assau lt u p o n Fred Miskel o f this 
city , and he had giv en it to Sid at 
the time he was leav ing fo r p riso n o n 
acco u nt o f the crime. 
The o fficers cap tu red Sid at his 
ho me and his hands were still blo o d}7 
fro m the attack o n Miller.

le rs thro at still bears the scar made 
by the knife wielded by Sid at the 
time o f the attack.

Pleased by the su ccess of his program 
of Repu blican platform bills, President 
Taft took u p the campaign pu blicity 
m easu re the first of the week and 
u rged it for passage with good effect. 
One of the notable triu m phs mark 
ing the hard work of congress in re­ 
cent days was that achieved by Sena­ 
to r Beveridge of Indiana, in the stru g­ 
gle for the stateho o d bill. 
The Beveridge stateho o d bill was 
pu t thro u gh co ngress with the most 
r< m arkable celerity, for which Senato r 
Leve. dge is given a fu ll m easu re ot 
credit 
President Taft and Po stm as­ 
ter G entjal Hitchcock, the political 
m em ber of the cabinet. 
The president is very highly pleased 
with the adro itness and skill m anifest­ 
ed by the Indiana senato r in promot­ 
ing this legislation to a su cecssfu l end. 
On Tu esday night the president su m­ 
moned Senato r Beveridge to a co nfer­ 
ence at the W hite Hou se and intru sted 
the fate of stateho o d legislation to his 
hands. 
It was not an assignm ent to 
be coveted, as the o bstacles th at ap­ 
peared in the way of a su ccessfu l con­ 
su mmatio n of the president’s washes 
seemed almo st insu rmo u ntable. 
The secret bu t powerfu l ho stility of j 
senato rs who foresaw the waning o f ! 
New England’s influ ence in congress | 
with the admission of fou r more sena­ 
tors and two representatives from tin« 
west, had to be reckoned with, bu t Sen­ 
ato r Beveridge gave the president his J 
pledge that he wou ld make the best 
fight of which he was capable 
It was not certain then that it wou ld j 
be possible to obtain the right of way 
for stateho o d as soon as co nservatio n | 
legislation was ou t of the way, bu t on | 
the afterno o n following the conference 
between the president and Senato r 
Beveridge, Senato r Beveridge moved 
that stateho o d be taken u p following 
co nservation, and after a brief bu t 
fierce stru ggle he carried his point. 
On Thu rsday the stateho o d bill held 
the boards for the first time. 
Every­ 
body 
predicted 
a 
long 
discu ssion. 
Senato r Hu ghes had prepared an ex­ 
hau stive speech that wou ld requ ire 
two days to deliver. 
O ther senato rs 
were “lo aded” for long speeeches. 
As 
It happened, practically all of tho se 
who had planned to co nsu me time 
were friends of statehood. 
Senato r 
Beveridge went to them and pointed 
ou t that speechm aking was more than 
u seless—it was dangerou s, and wou ld 
Jeopardize 
the very ends that 
the 
friends of the legislation wanted to 
bring abou t. 
By hard work he secu red 
an agreem ent to eliminate debate, and 
instead of consu ming days the state­ 
hood bill passed the senate with only 
two and one-half ho u rs of discu ssion. 
Senato r Beveridge’s theo ry that ac 
tion and not o rato ry was the key to 
the stateho o d situ atio n in congress 
was adopted by the friends of the m ea­ 
su re in the hou se. 
They wanted no 
oratory. 
Cries of “vo te” drowned the 
feeble efforts of those who assayed to 
speak. 
The resu lt is that in less than fou r 
days after the president sent for Sen­ 
ato r Beveridge and asked him to pu sh 
the stateho o d legislation tne*bill had 
passed both branches of co ngress and 
awaited the signau tre of the chief 
execu tive. 
In affixing that signatu re 
the president perfo rmed one of the 
pro u dest and happiest acts of his life. 
The president has had difficu lty in 
getting his m easu re thro u gh co ngress 
and he is delighted with the way in 
which Senato r Beveridge has handled 
the stateho o d bill. 
Among tho se who 
were present when the hou se passed 
the Beveridge bill was F rank Hitch­ 
cock, Repu blican natio nal chairman, 
whose face was w reathed in smiles 
He felt that it wou ld have been a cal­ 
amity if congress had adjo u rned with­ 
o u t carrying this platform pledge into 
effect. 
■ After the hou se had passed the bill 
Mr. Hitchcock visited the press gal­ 
lery and in co nversatio n with new s­ 
paper men he characterized Senato i 
Beveridge’s handling of the bill as ad­ 
mirable. 
He then went o ver to the 
senato r’s office and thanked him in per­ 
son.

New York, Ju ne 24.—P o rter Charl­ 
ton is locked u p in a cell in the Ho­ 
boken police stat on, the self-confessed 
m u rderer of his wife, Mary Sco tt Cas­ 
tle Charlton, whose body was fou nd in 
a tru nk fished u p from the bottom of 
Lake Como, Italy, on the sho res of 
which the two had been living in a 
villa. 
Charlto n was arrested on the No rth 
German Lloyd pier in Hoboken ju st 
after he had landed from the steam er 
Prinzess Irene, on which he had taken 
passage at Genoa, Ju ne 9, the day the 
tru nk was bro u ght u p by fishermen. 
Shaking from head to foot with nerv­ 
o u sness while he waited for his bag­ 
gage to be examined on the pier, he 
was in bad condition to disarm su s­ 
picion. 
He made a fu tile fight to con­ 
ceal his identity from Captain Henry 
Harriso n Scott, the bro ther of the m u r­ 
dered woman, who had come from his 
statio n at Fo rt Fisher to search the 
liners reaching here in the next ten 
days, in the hope of ru nning down the 
slayer of his sister. 
Captain Scott 
was armed with a description of Charl­ 
ton and with a sample of his writing 
and in the face of these the boy—he i3 
only 
twenty-one 
years 
old—finally 
bro ke down and confessed to the m u r­ 
der in the office of Chief of Police 
Hayes, w here he had been taken from 
the pier. This is the confession which 
he made to the chief, sitting in his of­ 
fice, and which when pu t in typew rit­ 
ten form, he signed: 
“My nam e is Po rter Charlton. I live 
at 204 W est Fifty-fifth street, New 
York. I am twenty-one years old; was 
born in Omaha, Neb., and am a bank 
clerk. 
My wife and I lived happily 
to gether, bu t she had an u nco ntro lla­ 
ble temper, and so had I. 
“On the night of the m u rder she 
had the wo rst o u tbreak of tem per I 
ever saw. 
I told her to keep qu iet o r I 
wou ld m ake her keep qu iet. 
Then 
she had ano ther o u tbreak. 
I took a 
wooden mallet with which I had been 
repairing a table and hit her on the 
head and body two o r three times. 
At 
midnight I pu t the body in a tru nk, 
dragged it to the lake and threw it in. 
I spent the night at Moltrasio. 
Then 
I went to Como and then to Genoa and 
boarded 
the Princess Irene of the 
No rth German Lloyd line, which dock­ 
ed at Hoboken today.—Po rter Charl­ 
ton.” 
After signing, 
Chief Hayes asked 
Charlton if the Ru ssian, Spolatoff, a r­ 
rested in Italy on su spicion of having 
been concerned in the mu rder, had 
anything to do with the crime. 
Charl­ 
ton said that he had not and added 
that he had no defense to m ake and 
wished none. 
Charlto n was arraigned before Re­ 
co rder McGovern immediately after he 
had signed his confession, on a charge 
of being a fu gitive from ju stice, and 
was then locked in a cell. 
It is ex­ 
pected that the state departm ent will 
take steps to have him tu rned o ver to 
the federal au tho rities pending a de­ 
cision on his extraditio n to Italy. 
It 
is tho u ght that the Italian m inister 
will m ake a requ est for his extradi­ 
tion. 
Charlto n’s 
father 
in 
W ashingto n 
heard of his so n’s arrest and retained 
a lawyer in his so n’s behalf an ho u r 
after the boy had been locked in the 
cell. The lawyer sent over a represen­ 
tative at once to tell you ng Charlton 
to qu it talking, which he did. 
Charlton u p to the minu te of his ar­ 
rest was evidently hopefu l of getting 
into this co u ntry u ndetected, bu t ju st 
what were his intentio ns when he got 
here he did no t disclose. 
He was ab­ 
solu tely penniless when searched and 
even his watch was gone. 
Two dress- 
su it cases co nstitu ted his entire lu g­ 
gage. 
Coming u p on the ship he in­ 
qu ired anxiou sly if detectives were in 
the habit of bo arding the vessel, and 
even when the ship got alongside her 
pier the boy evidently tho u ght there 
was some chance of escape, for he was 
noticed m aking a carefu l examinatio n 
of the dock, and he asked the steward 
if it was not possible to get off the 
vessel withou t going down the gang­ 
plank. 
Bu t down the gangplank he 
had to go, and on the pier was the 
watchfu l Captain Scott.

Reno, Nev., Ju ne 24.— Barred abso­ 
lu tely from entering the training qu ar­ 
ters of Jam es J. Jeffries, m et at the 
gate of the Jeffries co ttage and tu rned 
back by Corbett, who met the ex­ 
champion and denou nced him pu blicly 
as a traito r and kno cker of the game 
in which he has made his living, was 
the experience of Jo hn L. Su llivan 
u pon 
his arrival in 
the sagebru sh 
state. 
Anxiou s to avo id a personal encou n 
te r with the man who has been qu oted 
in papers all over the co u ntry as de­ 
claring the fi^ht a pre-arranged affair, 
Jeffries delegated that task to Jam es 
J. Corbett. 
W hether Co rbett rem em bered that 
m emo rable day in New Orleans when 
he vanqu ished Jo hn L. for all time to 
come, and for that reaso n gladly ac­ 
cepted the task that was before him, 
he certainly performed his du ty with a 
will and in his character of m inister 
plenipo tentiary to Jeff, gave the Bos­ 
to nian a lacing that 
the pu gilistic 
world will long remember. 
It was the second m eeting of th e 
two fo rmer champions, and be it said 
for Co rbett that he won as easily in a 
war of words as he did so m any years 
ago in the sou thland, when all the 
world was pitying a m ere stripling. 
Jo hn L. attem pted feebly to assert 
himself. 
Time and again he denied 
vehemently that he had ever said the 
fight might be a fake, and insisted on 
the o ther hand that he had always 
been a co nsistent bo o ster of the game. 
Bu t ju st as oftjen Corbett replied that 
he was su re the rem arks credited to 
Su llivan were co rrect and th at he was 
willing to bet his money the papers 
had not falsified. 
Fro m a general deno u ncem ent of 
Su llivan and the anno u ncem ent th at 
his presence was not desired in the 
vicinity of the Jeff camp, the talk 
passed into the personal stage, u ntil 
Co rbett dramatically rem arked: 
“I licked you in New Orleans and 
you never forgot that no r forgave me. 
You have been kno cking me all you r 
life since then and the world over. 
W hen you told me in New York you 
were bro ke I helped you . 
Now in pay­ 
ment you have co ntinu ed to knock 
me.” 
Su llivan bro ke grou nd, sho u ldered 
his way thro u gh the crowd, and sat 
down on a bench, apart and alone. 
Once more he had met his m aster and 
there was no thing to be said, no thing 
to be done. 
Following the deno u nce­ 
m ent by Corbett, there was no effort 
by Su llivan or any mem bers of his 
party to talk with Jeffries.
